Can Seize Private Industry, HST Insists 


Truman Again 
Claims Power 


ithout Curbs 


President Adds, 
However, 'He Will 
Abide by Decision 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


President Truman said today 
tie has the power to seize pri- 
vate industries in an emer- 
gency and nobody can take it 
away from him. 


And, when asked if neither 


the congress nor courts could 
take it away, Truman repeat- 
ed that nobody can. 


However, Truman added at a 


news conference that he will abide 
by the decision of the supreme 
court in the matter of his seizure 
of the steel industry. 


Question Conflict 


Reporters questioned him 
at 


length in an effort to clear up 
what some of them called the ap- 
parent conflict between these two 
statements. 


The-president said he saw rib 


conflict. 


He had. this to say of his seizure 


power: 


Nobody can take it away from 


the president because it is part of 
his inherent powers. 


In the case of the. steel indus- 


try, which Truman seized under 
his claimed inherent powers, a U. 
S. district judge has ruled that he 
acted without authority under the 
law or the Constitution. 


The issue Is now before the su- 


preme court: 


The seizure'question arose after 


Truman'said he was very happy 
that the three-year-old railmad dis- 
pute was finally settled. He added 
it could have been settled on the 
present terms in 1950. 


Under Sebcure Since 1950 


The railroads have been under 


government seizure since 1950. Un- 
like the case of the steel industry, 
this seizure was made under a 
specific law enacted in 1916 and 
applying to the railroads, and oth- 
er communications industries. 


In his discussion today of the 


seizure issue Truman said peo- 
ple sometimes can't understand it 
is better to abide by the law than 
not. 


He said he hopes both manage- 


ment and labor now will abide by 
the 'railway labor act so that no 
further seizure of the railroads will 
be necessary. 


Truman said he will turn the 


railroads back to the management 
as soon as he can get the papers 
signed. 


Truman said he has been trying 


ever since he entered the^ White 
House to get a law that would en- 
sure real negotiation between un- 
ion and management in basic in- 
dustries such as rails and steel. 


Only Method, He Says 


At present, he said," government 


seizure seems to be the only me- 
thod of keeping the economy^ go 
ing when strikes In such industries 
seem inevitable.

Volunteers 
Get Briefing 


More than 100 women were pres- 


ent last week at the Elks club for a 
final briefing on the duties required 
of volunteer workers when the mo- 
bile blood bank arrives in Dixon 
May 26. 


Jeff Jones, Red Cross admini 


strator of the Peoria regional blood 
center, 'spoke to the group on the 
National Blood program and Mrs. 
Florence Marshall, chief nurse of 
the regional district, explained the 
procedure of operating the blood 
center. 


With the aid of an assistant, Mrs. 


Marshall demonstrated the method 
of treatment given to a donor from 
the time he enters the center un 
til the time he leaves. At all times 
a doctor is present. 


Arrives at 9 a.m. 


The Dixon blood bank is to arrive 


here at 9 a.m. at the Elks club 
with a blood custodian and a corps 
of nurses. An Elks committee, 
headed by John Cahill, will assist 
with the setting up of equipment. 
The mobile unit will -begin opera- 
tion at 11 a.m. and all volunteer 
workers are to be present one hour 
ahead of time. 


The local center must furnish 


130 pints of blood each visit, seven 
times a year, 
throughout the 


emergency, said Mrs. Marshall. 
Tile Red Cross chapter will notify 
210 pledged donors of the time 
they are to appear at the center. 
The larger number is to take care 
of the possible rejections. 


Takes One Hour 


According to Mrs. Marshall, it 


takes one hour for a donor to go 
through 
the 
center—the 
actual 


giving of blood accounting for only 
live or six minutes. 


The chief nurse also stated that 


for a period of four hours before a 
donation is made, the donor must 
eat no fatty foods. Instead a diet 
of crackers, with orange juice, tea 
or coffee (with sugar but without 
cream) is recommended.

Gives Dramatic Account 


He gave congress a dramatic ac- 


count of how the Eighth Army in 
Korea, only three days under his 
command, repulsed an attempt by 
the Chinese and North Koreans to 
knock it out after a long retreat, 
and rose again on the offensive in 
less than a month. 


Ridgway reserved the gravest 


language of his speech for his 
warning about Communist germ 
and 
gas 
warfare 
propaganda 


charges. He said: 


"I wish to reiterate what I have 


repeatedly stated publicly, that 
these allegations are false in their 
entirety. 


"The extent to which Communist 


leaders have gone in fabricating 
disseminating and persistently pur- 
suing these false charges should 
impress upon the brains of those 
who yet fail or refuse to see the 
purpose of Communism, the deadly 
danger with which it confronts us 
and the free world." 


Makes Other Point* 


He made these other salient 


points: 


1. The Communists have in their 


hands a "logical, reasonable anc 
honorable proposal" for ending the 
fight in Korea. There will be no 
bargaining on remaining issues 
"Acceptance or rejection, cessation 
or continuance of hostilities in Ko 
rea is now the responsibility of 
the Communist leaders." 


2. The United Nations army in 


Korea stands "proud, defiant anc 
confident" along the 38th parallel 
with a "record of fidelity, valor 
and cooperation unsurpassed in all 
military history." 


3. The Japanese are friendly to 


the United States, they want to 
build a democracy, but need, above 
all, to be able to buy and sell on 
the world markets sufficiently to 
maintain a healthy economy.

Guarantee Costs 


About 100 persons volunteered to 


guarantee costs of the first sea- 
son's two productions. They prom- 
ised to pay .any losses up to $200 
each. The promise cost, them $60 
apiece. 
Two productions drew 


20,000 persons In eight nights. 


Last year 162 guarantors paid 


$50 each of the costs remaining 
alter 30,000 persons 
witnessed 


three operas shown In a 12-day 
span. 


License plates of the automobiles 


parked in the 1.100-car lot showed 
that operagoers came from the 48 
states and Alaska. 


Wide Attraction 


Most of them traveled from Peo- 


ria, Danville. Alton, Quincy and 
other' cities within the range of 
these. They paid $1, $1.50 and $2 
to sit in 3.200 portable seats in the 
graveled natural bowl, made shap- 
lier by mechanical earth movers. 
This year they'll rest on stationary 
wood seats. 


With frame stage, 
permanent 


concrete orchestra -pit, and its 
store of scenery, costumes and 
props, the Opera association esti- 
mates its physical plant is now 
worth $25.000. 


Lundgren thinks the real worth 


of the Muny opera to the city and 
its environs is incalculable. The 
Chamber of Commerce must rate 
it highly; one of two certificates 
of merit ever awarded by it went 
to Lundgren.

nights this year.

BONN, Germany —(AP)— Chan- 


cellor Konrad Adenauer and the 
Western Allies solved their major 
financial dispute holding up the 
West German peace contract early 
today. 


In a 13-hour session ending short- 


ly after midnight, Adenauer and 
Western representatives agreed in 
principle on what Allied troops in 
Germany would get from the 850 
million 
marks .($202,300,000) 
a 


month the Germans have agreed to 
raise for defense. 


The foreign ministers—U.S. Sec- 


retary of State Dean Acheson, 
British Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden and French Foreign Minister 
Robert Schuman—are e x p e c t e d 
here Saturday for final settlement 
of two remaining points in the con- 
tract and signing of the treaty on 
Monday. 


The pact will give West Germany 


near sovereignty, ending the seven- 
year occupation, and will ally the 
Adenauer government politically 
and militarily with the West. Once 
signed, it must be ratified by the 
U.S. senate and the parliaments of 
Britain, France and West Ger 
many.
